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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner respectfully submits that the MPEP 
section 715.01(c) states "An affidavit or declaration by applicant alone indicating that applicant is the sole inventor and that the others were 
merely working under his or her direction is sufficient to remove the publication as a reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(a). In re Katz, 687 F.2d 
450, 215 USPQ 14 (CCPA 1982)". The Declaration filed 3/12/09 was by Richard Billion and not by Sean Downs stating he is the sole 
inventor and the other Applicants were working under his direction. Furthermore, the MPEP also states in section 71 5.01 (c) that "An 
applicant must further show that he or she made the invention upon which the relevant disclosure in the patent, application publication, or 
other publication is based. In re Mathews, 408 F.2d 1393, 161 USPQ 276 (CCPA 1969); In re Facius, 408 F.2d 1396, 161 USPQ 294
